is o settled yrinciple of M. Drouvn de Lhuys that his
position forbids him all interest in any industrial en-
terprise, &l property in speculative stoocks, He has
0! uently oiten needed the economy, the adrojt-
ness of the domestic woman, of tho housekeoper who
concenled lerself in the flne lady, in order to main-
tain the rank and to continue the charities from
which M. Drouyn de Lbhuys, evenas 8 private indi-
vidual, conld not withdraw, .

M, Erdan, the Naples correspondent of the Paris
Temps, writing to that paper on the 27th ulttimo,

' Under date London, March 2, twenlf days befare
the vole of the Chamber, Magan scot to s iriend at
Palermo lis surrender of the seat to whioh he had
just been electea at Mazzni. Thas lotter contains
two essential parts—a eritici#m ol the senlence hang-
sng over the head of Mazizing, and the reasons wiich
vent him {rom taking s soat in Parbament.
“Cltizens o! Messina:—With a thoroughly Bicihan
firmuess of will,’ he writes, ‘'vou have entered a
genesrous protest apeinst the iniguitons and absurd
sentemoe which condemns me to death tor having
attemptad, in advance of others, the work of the
unity of the couniry ; iniquitous, because it condomns
in me what the coudemning monarchy nocopts as its
. fundaméntal princtple and ithe baws ot I power;
absurd, because this condemnation remains though
tho Baroinsn kingdon has consed to exist,’
wMazzini next declares that, whether samitted or
not by the Chamber, he can in no case acoept the
seat offtred him, becanss he s o Republican,
“Thirty years ago 1 swore fidelity to Italy, united
and repubioan. 1 kept sllent respecting the
second part of my fideinty, upon sesing the whole
country differ in oprnon, and wish to make a trial
In a different direction. 1 did not renounce my
vow. 1seconded, na far as I deemed nignt, and to
the extent of my power, whatever would tend to
solve tho first hall of the problem (that is the united
Italy), but without ever ohanging, 48 others dig

[ did not abdioate (he liberty of mind and spirit
belore u bypothesn, And now that, jor me at least,
toe experiment bws been tried and witnoue frot;
now that the monarchy, in opsn vioiation of the
lebleoites, nocepts by Florenocs, as metropolis, on
¢ one hand, n eonvention which sanctions the ex-
1stenoo in Italy of two temooral soveroigntios, and
on the ovhor hand disorgunizes an army which, with
saorifices that bhave roined tne finances, had beon
orgunized for the purposs of emanelpating Venlee, 1
could not, and you would not wish mo. to be fulse to
my former yow by swearing fideiity to the monarchy
and a constitution amerior o the national life of
taly, ot which It fs not and cannot be the formu.
Iniy. More than ever oonvineed, therefore, that the
lmfttauou by which the eouniry 18 governed is in-
eapable of making lialy united, free, prosporous,
and great, a8 you and I understand it, I should, in
mking the oath, give an examplo of politioal immo«
rality to my lellow-countrymen, and be oternrily
gppressed by remorse, Josgru Mazzing"
This letter, as before mentloned, is dated Lon-
don, March 2, It reached Mazzint's iriend ot Pa-
Jermo on the 10th, That friend, Blgnor B"f'
nusco, declares that Muzzinl requested him to
pubhsh it st once, but that after con=niting with
warlous persone he resolved to walt the deoision
of Parhament, Three ddaya aller the yo'e of that
body, viz,, on the 28d ol Muarch, the letter ap-

Some who in Hlie would not have civen s fop
of water 1o s begear, by their wllls leave onor-
mone sums (o charities, to gecure for them-
selves & kind of pesthumous admiration, Others
allow not thelr resentment to slesp with them
in the grave, but leave bohind them wille which
excite the bitterest feelings and animosities
among the surviving relatives, Some willa are
remarkable for thelr conciseness and perpl
culty; others for thelr onprecedented shapes
sod curious contents, One man provides for a
college, another lor a cat; one gives a legacy to
provide bread and herring to the poor in Lent,
aud kid gloves to the minister; while others
provide for bull-baiting, the weliare of maid-ser.
vonie, and the promotion of matrimony. John
Hudge has kept his name ontof oblivion by
giving twenty shillings a year to & poor man
to go about the parish church of Trysull
during the sermon to keep  people nwake
and dn%ml! of the church. Henry Greene, of
Meiboufpe, Derbyshire, giave his property for
providing ereen waistconts for four Ipoor
women evary year, such walstzoats to be lined
with green galloon lace. In the samo nelgh-
bhorthood, and inspired by a stmilar feeling,
Thomns Gray provided grey walstooats and
gray coats, John Nicholson, statloner ol Lon-
don, wae g0 attiched to his lamily name that
the bulk of his property was given in oharity
lor the support and maintenance of guch poor
ereone in Koeland as should appear to be of
he name of Nicholson. David Martinett, of
Caleutts, while giving directlons to his execn-
tor, saul:—'"*As to this fulsome carcase, huy-
ing slroady seem enough of worldly pomp, |
desire nothing relative to it to be done, only its
being stowed away in my old green cnest to
mve expenses”  He then ’hrqn-miiw:l o one
man all the debts he owed, and to another his
sincenty,

A Loneashive gentleman, in the Inst centary,
hoving given his body to the worme «f the
temily vault, bequesthed an ounce of modesty
to the authors ol the London Journal and Free
Oriton, iving a8 his reason lor the smallness
ol the legacy, that he was *convineed that an

vunce widH be fonnd more than they'll ever
make use ol Another testator, after having
stated ot grent lengih in his will the nom-

ber of obhgations he wins under, bequeathed
to his benefaetor ten thouvsand—here the leni
turned over, and the legatee turming to the
other side, found the legney was 10,000 thanke,
A testator, who evidently intended 1o thwart
his relntions, and be a benefactor Lo the Iswyers,
gave to certpin persons “as many acres ol lund
us ghall be found cqual to the aren enclosed
by the centre of oscillation of the earth ina
revolution round the sun, supposing the mean
distance of the sun 21,600 asvmi-dinmeters of
the earth from 1t.” An uncle leit in bis will
eleven silver spoons to his nephew, adding:—
“If 1 have not left him the dozen, he knows
the reason.” The fact was, the nephew had

some little time before stolen the twelith
spoon from bis relative. Sir Joseph Jokyll
leit his fortune to pay the national debt,

When Lord Mansiicld heard of this bhe said:—
“Bir Joseph was n very good man and & good
lawyer, but hi= bLeguest was a very foolish
one; he might as well have attempted to slop
the middle arelh of DBlackiriar's bridge with
his full-bottomed wig "  Lord Pembroke gave
“pothing to Lovd Siy, which legacy 1 give
Lhim becanse 1 know he will bestow it on
the poor;" and then, aliter giving other cquull
peculiar legacies, he fimished with '“[tem,
give up the ghoet,” Dean Bwitl’s character
was exempliied ia his will, Among other
things he bequesthed to Mr, John OGratten,
of Clonmethan, & slver box, *in which I
desire the =aid John lo keefu the tobacco he
usually cheweth called pigtail,” The cele-
brated Sarah, Duchess of Marlborough, left Pitt
£10,000 for “the noble defense he had made for
the support ol the lawe of England, aud to pre-
vent the ruin of his country.” A somewhat
similar bequest was not long ago made to Mr,
Disraell. Bacon left a will appointing six execu-
tors, but no property except his name and
memory, which he bequeatned to “*men’s chari-
table specches, to foreign nations, and the next
ages,”  Lord Clarendon had lllh{llin[i to leave
his danghter but hiz execntor's kindness; and
Lord Neleon left neither a will of renl nor per-
gonal estate behind bim, althongh he bequesthed
hig adopted dnughter to the beneticence of his
country, Milton's will was nuncupative—that
ig, by word of month—he being blind at the
time he made i, Shakespearc’s was made In
regular form; so wus Hyron'’s, Chatterton's will
wid f very sirange one, conslsting of a mixture
of levity, bitter satire and actusl despalr, an-
nouncing g purpose of self-destruction. Others
wriote their wille in verse, and, 88 a specimen,
we whll give that of William Jacket, of' the parish
of Islington, which was l;ru\'w.l in 1787, when no
wilnesses were required to a will ot personsl
estate:—
I give nnd bequeath,
When I'm laxd underneath,
To my two loving siscers most dear,
The wholt of m{ atore,
Which God's goodness has granted meo here,
And that none may preveat
Thus my will and in‘ent.
Or occasion the least ol law racket,
With a solewn appeal,
1 eonfirm, sign, and seal
This, the nct and deed of Will Jucket,

Bome wills contain a kind of autoblography of
the testator, a8 well ns his thoughts and opinlons,
Such was the will of Napoleon, which gave n
handsome legacy to the wreteh Cantillion, *‘who
had as much right to assassinate that oligurchist,
the Duke of Wellington, as the latter had to
send wie to perish on the rock of Siw Helenn,”
Such also was 8fr Willinm Petty’s, which stutes,
with a certain amounnt of self pride, that “*at the
full gee of 15, T had obtained the Latin, French,
and Greek tongues,” and at 20 years of age,
“had goiuten up threescore pounds with a2 much
mathematics ax any of my age were known to
have"
